COLOMBIANS 
THE VICTORS. 


Knocked Out 
on First Round. 


Vietory Complete and 
Decisibe. 


Four Batteries of Artillery 
Taken—Gen. Echeverria 
Killed—Indian Allies. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The follow. 
ing cablegram was received at the Co- 
lombian Legation in this city tonight: 
BOGOTA, Oct. 1—Colombian Minis- 
ter, Washington: We have obtained a 
signal victory over Venesuelan troops 
that .nvaded Goajiri, under Venezuelan 
officers and under the Venezuelan flag, 
without a previous declaration of war. 
[Signed] ABADIA MENDEZ, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
Some uncertainty exists in the minds 
of the officials of the legation as to 
whether this victery over the Vene- 
suelans is identical with that victory 
heretofore reported vio Curacao in the 
press dispatches, or is the result of an- 
other fight. 
Dr. Silva, the Minister, is inclined to 
the former opinion. 
A leaflet sent to the legation by the 
Colombian Consul at Curacao gives de- 
talls of the recent fight at Curasua, 
about fifteen miles from Ria Hacha on 
the Goajiri Peninsula, and which prob- 
ably is identical with that referred to 
by Minister Mendez in his dispatch to 
Dr. Silva today. It shows that the vic- 
tory over the enemy was complete, the 
Colombians taking four batteries of ar- 
tillery, Gatling guns and a considerable 
amount of ammunition. Gen. Echever- 
ria, who led a portion of the expedi- 
tien, the representative says, was 
killed, contrary to previous advices 
which said he had fallen captive in 
the hands of the Colombians. 
FORCES NOT UNITED.

— Carlos, thirty miles north of Mara- 
calbo, a Venezuelan base and political 
prison, whence he asked that rein- 
forcements be sent to rescue his com- 
mand, reported to be in distress and 
danger from the Indians inhbabitin 
Goajira, who, under the leadership o 
their Cacique, Juan Dolores, are fight- 
ing on the side of the Colombian gov- 
ernment. Clodomir and Juan Castillo, 
the Colombian Liberal leaders, appear 
to be at Trienta, on the Colombian side 
of Goajira, with followers estimated to 
number from 500 to 2000. It is rumored 
that the forces under Castillo and 
Davila’s men, if rescued from their 
predicament, and the Sanchez expedi- 
tion, will attempt to unite or codperate 
in a movement upon La Hacha, where 
Colombia appears to have about 2000 
men under the leadership of Ayema. 
It is more conservatively thought that 
Venesuela will not assume the aggres- 
sive. Both the Venezuelan and Colom- 
bilan governments show a tendency to 
place at the head of their forces the 
revolutionary leaders of the other coun- 
tries, in order to give a color of politi- 
eal revelution in contacts between 
their respective troops. 

The Venesucian disaster of Septem- 
ber 14 is fully confirmed. Few pris- 
oners were taken. The retreating 
Venesuelans were caught on both sides 
of a river with the bridge broken, and 
the Colombians overwhelmed them 
from three sides, scattering the Venes- 
uelans, who were ambushed by the In- 
dians. 

Letters received here from Tachira 
are to the effect that Gen. Uribe-Urihbe 
is collecting and manipulating forces 
in a small way, but no action of im- 
portance is being taken him. 

The Colombians may attempt to pre- 
vent the union or concerted action be- 
tween the Sanchez-Davila-Castillo

[Washington Star:] Booker T. Wash- 

ington of the Tuskegee (Ala.) Normal 

and Industrial Institute, has given out 

a statement in reference to the assassi- 

nation of President McKiniey, in whith 

he says: 

“In all sincerity, I want to ask, is 
Czolgoasz alone y? Has not the en- 
tire nation had a part in this greatest 
crime of the century? What is an- 
archy but a defiance of law, and has 
not the nation reaped what it has been 
sowing? According to records, 2516 per- 
sons have been lynched in the United 
States during the past sixteen years. 
There are or have been engaged in this 
anarchy of lynching nearly 125,800 per- 
sons. 

“To check the present tendency, it 
geems to me there are two duties that 
face us. First, for all classes to unite 
in an earnest effort to create such a 
public sentiment as will make crime 
disappear, and especially is it needful 
that we see that there is no idle, disso- 
lute, purposeless class permitted in our 
midst. 

“Second, for all to unite in a brave 
effort to bring criminals to justice, and 
where a supposed criminal ts found to 
see that he has a fair, patient, legal 
trial. 

“Let us heed the words of our de- 
parted and beloved Chief, as he lay 
upon his dyt bed, referring to his 
murderer: 4 he will de treated 
with fairness.’ 

It William McKinley, as he was of- 
fering up his life in behalf of the na- 
tion, could be brave enough. thoughtful 
and patriotic enough to request that 
his aseafiant should be fairly and hon- 
estly tried and punished, surely we can 
afford to heed the lesson.”
